Although Chairman Marvin of th*' 
commission stated that the inquiry 
would be pushed with 
all 
possible 
speed, wfflr ials of the commission es­ 
timated It would he at least a month 
before the report could he made to 
the president. 
The report may he delayed by the 
fight which the two groups of sugar 
interests are expected to wage before 
the commission. 
The following in­ 
terested group which 
will 
include 
American representatives of 
Cuban 
producers and some large refining in­ 
terests will seek to place the blame 
for high sugar prices on the tarlfT 
which 
amounts 
to 
approximately 
two cents per pound.

SOUD PHALANX AT CHURCH 
YARD 


INTEBNBAIDED HAIR AND TIED 
HANDS TOGETHER AND BAT­ 
TLE SOLDIERS 
(bv Unit**! Pre**) 
Breslau, March 29.— The en­ 
tire community of Wishnitz— 
aroused by an attempt to arrest 
a village priest, Father Krakau, 
for some petty offense— banded 
themselves abouut the church 
yard 
today 
and 
weaponless 
fought off two hundred soldiers. 
Village women formed a phalanx, 
linking themselves together by inter- 
braiding their hair and tying their 
hands together. 
With this wall of 
womanhood, they 
completely 
sur­ 
rounded the chufrh In double line 
and resisted for hours any attempt 
of tho 120 infantrymen and 80 caval­ 
ry to.penetrate It. 
When finally a charge of cavalry 
crushed the human wail beneath the 
hoofs of the horses, a 
second 
line 
formed about the door of the church, 
hurling hot sand and burning salt 
In the eyes of the soldiers. 
Fifty-six women were arrested and 
many were seriously injured. 
When the priest was finally taken 
out, the attack was renewed by the 
men, and four polio* were wounded.

William Z. Foster, a mild mannered 
man with a fighter’s 
jaw 
and 
a 
dreamer's brow, 
took 
the 
witness 
stand In court bere today In an effort 
to clear himself of charges of viola­ 
tion of the Michigan syndicalist act. 
Foster, the second witness for the 
defense in the sensational trial fol­ 
lowed Charles E. Hut lien berg on the 
stand. 
Under questioning by his attorney, 
Frank P. Walsh, the defendant went 
into his history from boyhood. 
"I first worked in a plant where 
fertilizer was manufactured” Foster 
said. 
"Then I went to the woods of Ore­ 
gon and Washington and worked p* 
a lumberjack until I was 24.” 
Foster told how when he was 24 
he went to sea and sailed for three 
years before the mast. 
Later, 
he 
took a homestead 
in 
the 
Oregon 
woods and attempted to make a live­ 
lihood until 1909 when he sold his 
land and went to Europe to study 
languages and the labor movement. 
After two years he 
returned 
to 
Chicago and went to work for a rail­ 
road until 1915, when 
he 
became 
business agent for the Brotherhood 
of Railway workmen which he held 
for a year and a half. 
"In 1917 I was made secretary of 
a movement to organize the packing 
industry" the witness continued. 
“A year later I took a similar po­ 
sition in #h effort to organize work­ 
ers in the steel industry. 
Foster went Into the 1919 steel 
strike In detail. 
"After the strike I gave my en­ 
tire time to the work of the trades 
union 
educational 
league” 
Foster 
continued. 
Explaining the purpose of this or­ 
ganization, he said: 
"The league was organized in No­ 
vember 1920, by a group 
of 
trade 
unionists meeting in Chicago. About 
fifty men and women of all political 
parties were included as delegates”.

out any further statements and re­ 
iterated what he

namely that he had not talked with 
Mr. Harding about 1924.

I By United Press) 
Washington, March 29.—The 
tariff commission’s investigation 
of sugar prices, ordered by Pres­ 
ident Harding, is expected by the 
department of commerce to re­ 
sult in a battle between foreign 
and American sugar interests. 
Although chairm an Marvin of tho 
commission stated that the inquiry 
would be pushed with 
all

speed, officials of the commission es 
timated it would be at least a month 
before the report could be made to 
the president. 
The report may be delayed by the 
fight which the two groups of sugar 
interests are expected to wage before 
the commission.

terests will seek to place the blame 
for high sugar prices on the tariff

(Jay B utted Prow ) 
Breslau, March 29.—The en­ 
tire community of Wishnitz— 
aroused by an attempt to arrest 
a village priest, Father Krakau,

Village women formed a phalanx, 
linking themselves together by inter- 
braiding their hair and tying their 
hands together.

When finally a charge of cavalry

St. Joseph, Mich., March 29— All 
hope of the William Z. Foster trial 
reaching the Jury this week was giv 
en up as the fifth day of the exami­ 
nation of Charles 
E. 
Ituthenberg 
chief defense witness, began today. 


Foster Takes Stand

William Z. Foster, a mild mannered 
man with a fighter's 
jaw 
and 
dream er’s brow, 
took 
the 
witness 
stand in court here today in an effort 
to clear himself of charges of viola­ 
tion of the Michigan syndicalist act. 
Foster, the second witness for the 
defense in the sensational trial fol­ 
lowed Charles E, Ruthenberg on the 
stand. 
Under questioning by his attorney, 
Frank P. Walsh, the defendant went 
into his history from boyhood. 
“ I first worked in a plant where 
fertilizer was m anufactured” Foster 
said. 
“Then I went to the woods of Ore 
gon and Washington and worked pa 
a lumberjack until I was 24.” 
Foster told how when he was 24 
he went to sea and sailed for three 
years before the mast. 
Later, 
he 
took a homestead 
in 
the 
Oregon 
woods and attempted to make a live­ 
lihood until 1909 when he sold his 
land and went to Europe to study 
languages and the labor movement. 
After two years he 
returned 
to 
Chicago and went to work for a rail­ 
road until 1915, when 
he 
became 
business agent for the Brotherhood 
of Railway workmen which he held 
for a year and a half. 
“ In 1917 I was made secretary of 
movement to organize the packing 
industry” the witness continued. 
”A year later I took a similar po­ 
sition in db effort to organize work­ 
ers in the steel industry. 
Foster went into the 1919 steel 
strike in detail. 
“After the strike I gave my en­ 
tire time to the work of the trades 
nfon 
educational 
league”

continued. 
Explaining the purpose of this or­ 
ganization, he said: 
“The league was organized in No­ 
vember 1920, by a group 
of

feudal lords to make men the beneficiaries of a system that works 
them 54 hours per week for a wage amounting to $5.75. 
Bitt even in the position in which they are found today, farm 
laborers in England are much better off than they were when .Jo­ 
seph Arch, the first representative of agricultural laborers in the 
house of commons, aroused by the hardships in which his neigh­ 
bors and himself were compelled to live, sought to change condi­ 
tions by voicing the wrongs of agricultural workers in the halls 
of parliament. 
The standard of the farm laborers in England 
has been considerably raised since the day when Joseph Arch en­ 
tered parliament— raised until today they are receiving $5.75 for 
a week of 54 hours. 
There is a tendency for men in such conditions to take one 
of two attitudes. 
They may become docile and accept their lot 
with a sullen sense of the inevitable, working like “ dumb, driven 
cattle,” or they may rebel. 
Usually they become docile, Ambition­ 
less, drifting along from the cradle to the grave without a thought 
of a brighter future this side of heaven.
